Ore.—By the Associated Press.—Astoria Saturday surveyed its 
losses from the $13,000.000 fire which Friday razed twenty-four blocks 


of the city's business section. 


Summarized the situation was as follows; 
Twenty-five hundred persons homeless. 
The city without banking facilities. 
No food obtainable except from a central distributing station establish- 


ed by a swiftly organized committee of fifty business men. " 
Friday night beds were provided for all without them and hot meals 


were served at several stations. 
Relief measures consisted of orders to cpmmandeer all of the r.ity's

supplies will be distributed to the hungry population upon written 
orders issued by the reliet committee which has taken up permanent head- 
quarters in the Y. M. C. A. offices.

Inside many of 
the buildings, including church buildings, near tho scene of the terrible
